Synopsis of Rosebery’s Speech. 

Lord Rosebery opened his speech by ap- 
Detling for a patient hearing, even if his 
audience disagreed with him. 

He eaid he had not come to tickle their ears 
with eloquence and rhetoric, but to speak his 
mind, being prepared to give some advice to 
the Liberal party, which was at any rate 
dispassionate and impartial. 

There were three or four preliminary facts 
to be remembered regarding the party, he 
said, if the situation was to be looked fairly 
and squarely in the face. The first was that 
the party had passed through a long and 
painful sickness and was only now approach- 
ing convalescence. Second, it was now free 
altogether of its Irish alliance and its con- 
sequences. The Irish party had repeatedly 
repudiated any alliance with the party in 
‘termes that were almost insulting, and as 
they had now ranged themselves openly with 
the enemies fighting the country in the field 
he did not suppose much embarrassment was 
likely to arise from a too intimate connec- 
tion between the two. Third, the Liberal 
party had to gain or regain unity. He did 
not pretend to say how that was to be done. 
It was not part of the advice he proposed to 
give. He was not sure that his own impres- 
sions regarding this subject were clear, but 
since he expressed his views of the situation 
im July, every day had emphasized what he 
Had then said. Fourth, and most important, 
they had to gain or regain the confidence of 
the country. 


Gives Promised Advice. 

“The speaker proceeded to deal out his 
promised advice. He seid it was sixteen 
years since the party had been in anything 
like power. Consequently it was its primery 
duty to clean its slate and consider most 
Garefully what to write thereon in the 
future. There were many of the party who 
Would not agree to this, for there is a great 
deal of Toryism in Liberalism.

The 
government excused itself by saying its. 
hands were tied by the Jameson raid, but it 
was not wholly true. The government ought 
to have probed that raid and justly compen- 
sated the Transvaal government. Lord 
Rosebery attacked the conduct of the Jame- 
son inquiry which confifmed the impression : 
abroad of guilty complicity on the part of 
the British government with the raiders, 
sapping the bases of its diplomatic attitude 
regarding the Transvaal.,; He did not be- 
lieve a word of these accusations of com- 


} 


plicity. 


Last Election a Mistake. 
He vehemently condemned the government 
for appealing to the country last year on 
the strength of its announcement that the 
war was over. He demanded another appeal 
when it is really over. Political immorality, 
he declared, was compelling the electorate 
to become accomplices in the government's 
misdeeds. He scornfully repudiated the 
ministerial assertions that no alternative 
government was possible. If this was true 
it was time to foreswear empire and go and 
dig in a cabbage garden. The nation that 
could not produce an alternative to, the 
present government was fitter to contrdl the 
allotment of cabbage gardens than an empire. 


Must Prosecute the War, 

Discussing the war Lord Rosebery said he 
was most anxious for many reasons that it 
should end, but he was convinced that the 
nation must prosecute it with all the energy 
and resources of which it was capable. The 
nation’s honor and character, equally with 
ithe future of south Africa, demanded a com- 
plete solution. 

He could not allow any impression to exist 
that hée in any way supported the vile and 
infamous falsehoods spread on thecontinent 
woncerning the behavior of the British army, 
of which he made an eloquent defense. He 
equally acquitted the government or any 
member of the government of barbarity in 
intention or deed. The refugee camps were 
a necessity for clearing the country. They 
were doubtless mismanaged at first, but they 
are not easy to manage. d Rosebery also 
supported the proclamation of martial law, 
although he feared there were grounds for 
complaint against ite administration. If he 
was going to discuss atrocities, which he was 
not, he would dwell rather on those of the 
other side. 


Milner’s Policy Wrong. 

Lord Rosebery protested against what he 
understood to be Lord Milner’s policy—that 
there should be no fermal close of the war, 
no peace signed, but to hunt the Boers until 
a few only remained, and then to treat them 
as bandits. That meant there would be no 
settlement in south, Africa. He urged the 
government to study Motley, and learn 
from the struggle of the Netheriands against 
King Philip, which was carried on by the 
ancestors of the Beers. , 


© Must Treat with Kruger. 

There nmiust be a regular peace, he said, 
and to that end he would not be deaf to any 
overtures from any responsible men among 
the Boers, especially those surrounding Mr. 
Kruger. They might represent an exiled, 
possibly a discredited, government, but it 
was the government which went to war with 
Great Britain. He would not have the gov- 
ernment offer terms, but it should certainly 
recognize and consider overtures. 

He cited the case of President Lincoln, 
who did not dis@ain any means of communi- 
cation with those whom he regarded as reb- 
els, atid also the efforts of Bismarck and 


quished foes. 

His policy with the Boers, then, was one 
of passive, not active, peace. It would be 
the greatest possible mistake to make over- 
tures to them. It would be a mistaken and 
fatal weakness to encourage the enemy in 
the field, but the obstacles to peace were in 
no wise insuperable. | 

Boer Independence Gone. 

He believed that nothing would now satis- 
fy the Boers but independence. The 
Boers are the shrewdest people. All but 
the fanatics among them know that in- 
dependence has gone forever. They are too 
shrewd to balld anything on the crazy foun-

They must be aware 
that Great Britain had not made such sac- 


lowing an independent Transvaal and Free 
State to ever again threaten the people of 
this empire., 

- But the Boers will doubtless uphold the 
flag of independence until a definite peace 
or a definite armistice is signed. 


Milner Deserving of Confidence. 

He could not understand the demand of 
certain persons in Great Britain to get rid 
of Mr. Chamberlain and Lord Milner. The 
latter was particularly deserving of con- 
fidence. If he was recalled they would find 
themselves in a worse position. It would 
be as fatal a mistake as lowering the flag. 
He would not in any way favor the sending 
of a special commissioner to negotiate peace 
or to resettle the southern African question. 

Lord Rosebery dwelt lengthily upon the 
settlement of the question and the future 
of south Africa. He declared that he would § 
favor as large and as liberal an amnesty for 
the Boers as it was possible to give. He 
would grant full civil rights to all Boers tak- 
ing and signing a definite drastic oath of al- 
legiance, and weuld treat them most lib- 
erally in money matters, rebuilding and re- 
stocking their farms. The country was. 
spending $25,000,000 monthly on the war. 
He would rather spend the same amount 
in procuring peace even by lavish gener- 
osity. He would certainly annul General 
Kitchener’s proclamation, which he sus- 
pected emanated from some one nearer home 
than General Kitchener. They wanted to 
bind up and heal, not to keep open the wound 
which was being caus@i by the war. This 
was the best advice he could give, and what 
he himself could do to further it he would do. 


His Final Appeal. 

This statement called forth a loud and pro- 
longed outburst of cheering, many of those 
on the platform standing up and wildly wav- 
ing their hats, which led to fresh outbursts 
of applause. When the demonstration had 
subsided Lord Rosebery added: 

“My services are, as they have always 
been, so far as my health and strength will 
permit, as the services of all British sub- 
jects are, at the disposal of my country. 

“‘I am aware that my policy does not. run 
on party lines, but it is not to the party I 
appeal. Party in this matter can avail little 
or nothing. I appeal unto Cesar from Parlia- 
ment, with its half-hearted but overwhelm- 
ing government supporters, and for a dis- 
tracted and disunited opposition. 

“I appeal to the silent but supreme tri- | 
bunal which shapes and controls the des- 
tinies of our people, to the tribunal of public 
opinion, that of common sense. If that fail 
us we are lost, 

“I have only one further appeal to make 
to you, for your friendship if not your sup- 
port. In this country you like a man who 
speaks his mind. I have spoken mine.” 


Lord Rosebery Is Thanked. 

A resolution thanking Lord Rosebery was 
moved. It was seconded by Mr. Herbert 
Asquith, who congratulated the Derbyshire 
Liberals on his own behalf and on behalf 
of his colleagues in the House of Commons 
for providing Lord Rosebery with an oppor- ’ 
tunity which he had turnedito such excellent 
and fruitful account. He rejoiced that Lord 
Rosebery had definitely returned to active 
politics. The meeting had been a rebuke 
which he hoped would be taken to heart by 
those who made up for lack of numbers by 
lustiness of voice, and who were striving 
with intolerant temper and methods alien to 
the best Liberal traditions to drive out of 
the party the element that was indispensa- 
ble 'to level-headed Liberalism. If the Lib- 
erals indorsed and acted upon Lord Rose- 
bery’s declaration in united, loyal, and dis- 
ciplined allegiance the day would assuredly 
come when a brighter state of things would 
be witnessed for their party.

LIBERAL BREACH. 


Ex-Premier’s Speech Leaves: 
_ Friends More Disnnited — 
Ever. 


HAS A GREAT RECEPTION. 


Five Thousand Persons Crowd 
Hall at Chesterfield to 
Hear Address. 


ATTACKS PRESENT CABINET.

LONDON, Dec. 17, 3 a. m.—The oracle has 
spoken and the old Liberal party is more 
disorganized and disunited than ever, while 
the germs of a new one possibly have been 
sown. 

Lord Rosebery was received with a tre- 
mendous burst of speed when he rose to ad- 
dress the long looked for meeting at Ches- 
terfield last night. The scene, indeed, was 
‘most impressive. The large railway shed 
had been specially fitted up for the occa- 
sion,and nearly 5,000 persons crammed them- 
selves into it. 

When Lord Rosebery appeared on the 
platform, accompanied by his son, Lord 
Dalmeny, the audience rose like one man, 
and the applause was so prolonged and so 
deafening that he could not for some min- 
utes obtain a hearing. 

At the outset he explained that when he 
promised to put his ideas into the common 
stock he had no intention of posing as @ na~- 
tional hero, and he had not imagined that his 
undertaking would excite so much com- 
ment and attention. 


Liberals Done with Home Rule. 

This statement was not entirely to the lik- 
ing of the meeting, and it was not until the 
“man of the future,” as Gladstone once 
called him, insisted that the Irish alliance 
had come to an end, since the Nationalists 
had ranged themselves with the enemy, that 
the audience felt disposed to cheer again. 

Warming to his work, the ex-Premier pro- 
ceeded to denounce the government in terms 
that caused the rafters of the shed to ring 


with the cheers of the crowd. 


Attacks the Ministry. 

Nothing, he said, struck more strongly 
against political morality than the general 
election of 1900. The government had prom- 
ised new blood, but they instead had given. 
old blood and blue blood. The Ministers 
had said there was no alternative govern- 
ment to the present one. “ If that were so,” 
said Lord Rosebery with greatest emphasis, 
“we should foreswear our empire and go dig 
in our cabbage gardens. Such a nation would 
be more fit to control allotments than an 
empire.”’ 

In fact, throughout his whole speech Lord 
Rosebery was careful to let his hearers know 
that he had not altered his views on the 
question of imperialism. The statesman, 
he said, who disassociated himself from the 
new sentiment of empire must not be sur- 
prised if the nation disassociated itself from 


him. 
Stands by the War. 

Referring to the war, he maintained that 
it should be carried to a successful termina- 
tion, but he would gladly listen to peace 
proposals from those surrounding Kruger. 
The Boers chose the arbitrament of the 
sword and they must now submit to incor- 


‘poration in the empire. There was no paral- 


lel in history for the ill-will with which 
England was regarded by almost every popu- 
lation in Europe, and for this state of af- 
fairs he largely blamed the oratory of Jo- 
seph Chamberlain. 

Lord Rosebery wound up one of the finest 
speeches he ever made by an appeal to the 
tribunal of public opinion, and offered to 
place his services at his country’s disposal. 


Speech Meets with Approval. 
,On the whole, Rosebery’s speech meets 
with a hearty reception this morning. The 
Standard, which is the only paper to ut- 
terly condemn it, advises Rosebery to go 
back to his lonely furrow on cabbage gar- 
den, as there is no place for him in serious 
politics, but general opinion is that he has 


vindicated his position, and his appeal from | 


Parliament to public opinion will be watched 
wth greatest interest. |

Washington, D. C., Dec. 16.—[Special.]— 
Secretary Hay and the Danish Minister at 
Washington, as plenipotentiaries for that 
purpose, have completed the treaty for the 
purchase by the United States of the Danish 
possessions in the West Indies. 

The draft of the treaty has been forwarded 
to Copenhagen for King Christian’s formal 
assent, and it is thought that the signatures 
of the plenipotentiaries will be affixed in a 
few days, making the convention teady for 
the Senhate’s consideration immediately after 
the holiday recess, 

The chief points at issue in the recent nego- 
tlations have related to the price to be paid 
for the islands and the future status of the 
inhabitants, For some time Denmark insist- 
ed that full citizenship should be given to the 
inhabitants, but it was finally brought to 
realize that Congress alone could determine 
their civil and political status. 

Due in large degree to the introduction of 
bins in Congress and to overzealous press 
agitation suggesting $5,000,000 as a fair price, 
the Danish Cabinet has made every effort to 
induee the United States to pay more than 
$4,500,000, but was finally induced to give 
way. 

Under the new treaty the islands become

KNOX CONFIRMED: 
ATTACK FUTILE. 


‘Senate, After Ratifying Canal 


Treaty, Takes Up His Case ~ 
Charges Evaporate. 


Vote on Hay-Pauncetfote Conven- 
tion Reached After Objec- 
tions Are Heard. 


ONLY SIX AGAINST IT, 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 16.—Just before 
adjournment tonight the Senate confirmed 
the nomination of Philander_C. Knox to be 
Attorney General of the United States. The 
nomination of Mr. Knox was taken up when 
the Senate first went into executive session 
a few minutes after 12 o'clock, but the point 
was made that there first should be action 
upon the Hay-Pauncefote treaty under the 
agreement reached last Thursday. 

The virtue of this plea was conceded anda 
tentative agreement was made that further 
consideration of the nomination should be 
postponed until tomorrow. When, however, 
the Senate had disposed of the treaty the 
Attorney General's nomination was again 
called up. 


Aim to Defer Final Action. 

The discussion of it turned upon a motion 

made by Senator Jones of Arkansas to re- 

t the nomination to the Committee on 
JWiciary, in the meantime publishing the 
testimony bearing upon. the case. 
in favor of this proposition were made by 
Senators Jones and Turner, and in opposi- 
tion by Senators Hoar and Pettus. It was 
contended by the two Senators last named 
that the only evidence presented against 
confirmation had been filed by members of 
the Anti-Trust league . and was vague and 
indefinite. 

The Senators favoring the motion said that 
if this were true there could be no objection 
on the part of the friends of the Attorney 
General to placing all the facts within reach 
of the public, and the more time the commit- 
tee should give to the subject the more 
thoroughly the public would be convinced of 
the fairness of its position, when ultimately 
taken. They dwelt at some length upon the

In reply to these accusations, it was said 
that it was legitimate for an attorney in 
private life to represent any interest in his 
official capacity, and it was argued that his 
position as counselor for those interests 
could not be used legitimately against him 
in conection with his nomination to a posi- 
tion under the present administration.

The debate 
was confined to a discussion of the merits 
of the agreement and the policy of its pro- 
visions. The principal speech of the day 
was made by Senator Teller, in opposition to 


the treaty, and he was followed by twelve 


or fifteen other Senators, who spoke briefly 
either for or against the motion to ratify. 
Among them were Senators Clay, Fairbanks, 
McCumber, McLaurin of Mississippi, Cul- 
berson, Mallory, Mason, Tillman, Bacon, 
and Bate. Senator Clay was one of the 
Southern Senators who spoke in advocacy 
of the treaty. 

Senator Bacon’s speech was made in con- 
nection with a motion to amend the treaty. . 
In presenting this amendment he sald that 
he was in favor of a canal and would vote 
for the treaty with the Davis amendment. 
He said he opposed the treaty because he

“Do you know the general reputation of 
Alexander Sullivan for truth and veracity 
in the City of Chicago?’ was the question 
put by Attorney Hardy to Judge Hutchinson. 

**I object,”’ said Attorney Barnes. The 
defendant's reputation for truth and veraci- 
is not called into question so far. It ie his 
reputation as a law-abiding citizen that is 
called into question.”” 

Judge Smith sustained the Assistant 
State's attorney and Mr. Hardy modified the 
question, but new objection was made end 
soon the Judge had to leave. 


Impeaching Witness Lynch. 


The defense devoted such of its time as 
was not given to establishing Mr. Sullivan's 
reputation to the impeachment of the testi- 
mony of James J. Lynch, the accusing wit- 
ness. While they were engaged in this task 
Judge Smith talked about sending somebody 
to jail for contempt ef court. 

F. Buckminster, superintendent of a de- 
tective agency which Lynch testified to vis- 
iting in the company of Sullivan for the pur- 
pose of procuring denial affidavits from the 
members of juries which he had bribed, was 
on the witness stand. He testified that he 
never saw Sullivan and Lynch at the agency 
together, and during the cross-examination 
Attorney Brady offered the suggestion that 
cowardice ’’ was being exhibited in the 
questions put by Mf. Barnes. 

** Your Honor, I don’t like to be compelled 
to submit to such remarks,”’ exclaimed Mr. 


Barnes. 

“T’ll send somebody to jail and make 
things run more smoothly in this court,” 
said Judge Smith, “if any more unseemly 
conduct is indulged in by counsel. I shall 
not tolerate this petty quarreling any 
longér.”’ 

In order to impeach the testimony of Lynch 
and show that he had been guilty of jury- 
bribing long before he met Sullivan the de- 


claim agent for the Grand Trunk railway. 
Smith was to testify as to a conversation 
with Lynch in February, 1898, in which the 
latter offered jto “ fix’ a jury for the Grand 
Trunk people. The State objected to the in- 
troduction of evidence antedating the origin 
of the conspiracy, and the objection was sus- 
tained.

GOVERNOR GREGORY DEAD 


RHODE ISLAND'S CHIEF EXECU- 
‘TIVE PASSESAWAY. 


Began Life as a Bobbin Boy in 2 Wool- 

Factory and Rose to Be a Man- 
ufacturer, a Banker, and a Leading 
Politician of His State—Had Served 
in Both Branches of the Legislature 
and One Term as Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor, 


Wickford, R. I., Dec. 16.—Governor Will- 
lam Gregory of Rhode Island died at his 
home here this afternoon. He had been ill 
for several months. — 

Mr, Gregory was one of the New England 
type of self-made men. He began life as a 
“ bobbin boy " in a woolen mill and closed it 
as Governor of his State, one of its leading 
manufacturers, a director in two banks and 
a trust company. Practically he had already 
served his State as a member of both Houses 
of the Legislature and had served one term 
as Lieutenant Governor. 

Mr. Gregory was 52 years old at the time 
_of his death. He was born on Aug. 3, 1849; 
at Astoria, N. Y., and when he was a young 
boy his parents moved to Westerley, R. I. 
They were in poor circumstances financially, 
and, after getting a little schooling in the 
country schools about the southwestern part 
of the State, young Gregory was forced to 
go into the mill and work and assist in the 
support of himself and the family. 

He became a bobbin boy and gradually 
lifted himself up to more important places 
in the factory, and received an insight into 
the various departments of the establish- 
ment. He soon conceived the idea of be- 
coming a mill owner himself, and in later 
years realized his ambition and secured con- 
trol of a woolen and worsted factory in 
North Kingstown, near Wickford and Bell- 
ville, 

In the spring election in 1888 he was first 
elected to the General Assembly, receiving a 
large majority as the Republican nominee 
for the representative from North Kings- 
town. He served in the lower branch of the 
Legislature from that year until 1892. 

In 1804 Mr. Gregory was chosen to the Sen- 
ate, where he served until 1896. 

He was elected Lieutenant Governor in 
1898 and Governor in 1900. 


WANTS ALIMONY FROM HARDING 


Wife Asks Increase, Saying He Is 
Worth Nearly $5,000,000 and Try- 
ing to Evade Paying. , 


George F. Harding Sr. was arraigned be- 
fore Judge Clifford yesterday for contempt 
in refusing to pay alimony to his wife, Mrs. 
Adelaide M. Harding. He was released 
minder $10,000 bonds, his son George F. 
Harding Jr., becoming his surety. 

The writ upon which he was taken before 
the Judge was issued on Saturday upon an 
old order of court, entered on Oct. 10, 1897, 
when he was found to owe his wife $11,716 
alimony and was adjuged in contempt.

She declares that in the settle- 
ment of Mr. Harding's quarrel] with the 
glucose trust he received $1,500,000. She 
alleges that in order to defraud her of her 
alimony he has transferred his Cook County 
property to other parties,

THE CANAL TREATY RATIFIED. 
‘The Hay-Pauncefote treaty has been rati- 
fied by the Senate. The vote was yeas, 
seventy-two; nays, six. Thus endeth the 
Olayton-Bulwer treaty after a troublesome 
existence of a little over half a century. 

- During the discussion of the new treaty 
which preceded its ratification it was 
criticised in three particulars. These criti- 
cisms were replied to by Senator Lodge. The 
Senate by ratifying the treaty has adopted 
his view of the meaning of provisions which 
it was alleged by some fell short of giving 
the United States that full control over the 
canal in war as well as in peace which it is 
desirable it should have. Unquestionably 
Senator Lodge's interpretation of the treaty 
coincides with that of the Secretary of State 
who negotiated it. 

It was argued by Senators that the right 
the United States to fortify the canal is 
conceded. Senator Lodge pointed out 
the first Hay-Pauncefote treaty had a 
n that “no fortifications shall be 
ected commanding the canal or the waters 
acent.”

The only way to

able to do this. Of course, the “ main of- 
fice” can be moved rapidly from place to 
place, but an alert and intelligent detective 
agency would have no trouble in tracing it. 
What private detectives can do in New 
York police detectives ought to be able to 
do in Qhicago. They might at least try to 
do-it.. What is needed is a determination 
to tear up gambling root and branch. Ail 
phases of it, but policy shops in particular, 
result in the loss of a great deal of money 
by persons who have no money to lose. It 
is usually the poor man who is plundered 
by the gambling resort. To protect him 
from himself the police should do'what they 
can to make their anti-gambling tacti 
systematic and comprehensive instead 
spasmodic and ineffectual.

SAVE THE OLD HYMNS. 

It was a sorry day for the hymnals when 
Professor Triggs sent forth his sarcastic 
opinions as to the merits of various popular 
bymns, It seems to have aroused a desire 
for revision among some of the denomina- 
tions. Curiously enough its most disas- 
trous effects are visible among Methodists, 
who of all others would be expected to cling 
to the old hymns which so often have been 
their songs of victory. 

At the recent General Conference of that 
church commissioners were appointed to 
revise the hymnal. Subcommittees have 
been selected to carry out the details and 
they will report in March next. It is 
learned already that three of the most ad- 
mired hymns, and the three perhaps which 
have brought more comfort to the sorrow- 
ing and the grief-stricken than any others, 
are doomed to dismissal from the hymnal. 
These are “ Lead, Kindly Light,” “He 
Leadeth Me,” and “Sweet Hour of Pray- 
er.” It is remarkable that Newman's great 
bymn, “* Lead, Kindly Light,” which even 
Professor Triggs ‘excepted from (is cen- 
sure, and which commends itself both as 
literature and as an expression of devout- 
ness, should be excluded, This and the 
others two hymns, which are universally 
popular, are to be tabooed, it is said, be- 
cause they are not definitely theological in 
statement of doctrine, Cardinal Newman's 
bymn not specially recognizing Christ; “ He 
Leadeth Me,” a paraphrase of the well- 
known psalm, because it makes no allusion 


indicate that prayer ends here. If these 


statements be correct it would seem as 
though the commissioners were growing 
finieal and laying more stress upon dogma 
than upon devotion. 

But worse remains. It is intimated 
that Bishop Heber’s two great hymns, 
* Brightest and Best of the Sons of the 
Morning” and “From Greenland’s Icy 
Mountains,” are also marked for condemna- 
tion, the first because it is an ode of praise 
to the Star of Bethlehem and the other be- 
cause it instructs people only in geography! 

Is it not time for the Methodist laity to 
rise in protest, or at least to find out whether 
these reports are true, for if these hymns 
are to go there is no reason why “ Come, Ye 
Disconsolate,” “Coronation,” and the 
“ Doxdlogy ” may not have to go also. They 
are no better and no worse than the others 
marked for ejection from the hymnal. Is 
there any surer or more pleasant way of 
gofng from “ Jordan’s Stormy Banks ” “ To 
Canaan’s Fair and Happy Land” than to 
the music of these simple old hymns of the 
old-time “ meetin’-house 


MULTIPLY THE PRECAUTIONS. 

‘Nine persons were killed and twelve in- 
jured im the accident in the Illinois Cen- 
tral road near Rockford Saturday night. 
The crew of a freight train neglected or- 
ders. A passenger train was behind time. 
Orders were given for the engineer and con- 
ductor of the freight to wait at a siding and 
let the passenger train go by. One of the 
bfficers of the road belleves they got these 
orders. If they did not.then the responsi- 
bility for the collision is shifted from them 
to somebody else. : 

The official in question, assuming that 

the crew of the freight train got these or- 
ders, says he supposed they thought it 
would be safe for them to run a little be- 
yond the point where they had been told 
to wait to save some time. This officer 
says also that “the crews of both trains 
were old and trusted men, and I cannot 
understand how the freight men could have 
taken the risk they did.” 
It is'a notorious fact, however, that oc- 
casionally trusted and experienced men 
working sometimes for railroads and some- 
times for other employers make grave and 
inexplicable mistakes. The man who has 
held a place of trust for years and never 
made a blunder suddenly makes one, For 
a; moment he is forgetful or inattentive. It 
is not always his fault. His mind seems to 
stop working after its customary fashion. 

Therefore,a railroad has not insured it- 
self entirely against accidents when it has 
in its service none but tried and trust- 
worthy employés, for they are human, and 
Hable to err. Hence it becomes necessary 
for a railroad to multiply precautiong, so 
that neglect of orders will be less likely to 
happen, and will be less serious in its re- 
sults when it does happen. The railroads 
have safeguards now which they did not 
have twenty or thirty years ago, but they 
have not enough yet. A misunderstanding 
of orders, due perhaps to careless reading 
of them; was the cause of the recent 
calamitous accident on the Wabash road. 
Perhaps the crew of this [llinois Central 
freight train did not fully understand their 
orders. Perhaps they had not learned, long 
as they had been in the service, that orders 
must be obeyed literally always, no matter 
how unnecessary or how foolish they may 
It is more than likely that after they were 
fully acquainted with the causes of this 
collision the officers of the road will be able 
to discover some new safeguard which, had 
it been in use last week, would have pre- 
vented Saturday night’s deplorable casu- 
alty. 


WAITING ROOMS IN “L” STATIONS, 
The inconveniences of Chicago life are of 
such prodigious number and variety that 
one does not earn the gratitude of one’s 
fellow-citizens by dwelling upon the dis- 
agreeable details. It does not comfdrt a 
man to have a friend tell him exactly how 
poorly he is looking. There is a certain 
Chicago inconvenience, however, 
could be easily removed and which would 
be likely to yield to a concerted protest. 
This inconvenience, at least for the time 
during which one is actually experiencing 
it, is Hkely to make all others seem trivial. 
The telephone service may be bad, gas bills 
may be exorbitant, and the smoke nuisance 
may remain unabated, but all these things 
are completely forgotten when on a bit- 
terly cold day one stands shelterless on an 
elevated station platform waiting for a 
tardy train. This was the experience of 
several thousand persons last Saturday and 
Sunday. There was not a man or woman 
in the crowd but would have given the ele- 
vated roads a five-hundred year franchisein 
return for five minutes’ warmth in a wait- 
ing-room. In many cases, of course, the 
company has already provided rooms, of 
diminutive proportions, but frequently these 
rooms are so placed that one cannot while 


not. Such an arrangement cannot be said to 
be satisfactory. In certain other cases, more- 
over, as soon as a man has gone through 
the stile where he pays his nickel he is out 
on the platform where there is nothing for 
him to do but stamp his feet and meditate 
“upon the bracing effect which a cold climate 
is said to have upon one’s character and 
abilities. 

Similar’conditions are to be found at many 
places where large numbers of people 
change cars; at car barns, for instance. At 
such a place on the Northwest Side it is 
extremely diverting to observe how dif- 
ferent people try to keep themselves warm. 
Some practice the hop, skip, and jump; 
others: beat ‘themselves with their fists; and 
still others make remarks. Now the street 
ear companies do not seem to know how 


if' they made these remarks impossible, If 
they wish to ingratiate themselves with the 
people, and to steal upon their affections, let 
them put up a few shelters at their ter- 
minals, This is disinterested advice which 
will help on the era of good feeling. To 
placate Demes-during the winter months, 
keep him warm.

The name of this hero of 1900—who 
plunged forth into the night to “ save the 
day” for his Excellency (to be), and so dis- 
placed another man as storekeeper in a 
State charitable institution—is sti un- 
known to fame, but his loyal ride and sure 
reward have served one high purpose. They 
have beautifully epitomized that counter- 
feit public chivalry, that system of illegiti- 
mate rewards, that unfair treatment of pub- 
lic servants, that shameless exploitation of 
defenseless public wards, and that official 
irresponsibility which characterizes the pub- 
lic life of this State, and. with that kind 
of public life a considerable number of peo- 
ple are justly and deeply indignant. 

The chairman of the Sunday afternoon
